AT 


SKELLY OIL COMPANY 


Skelly Oil Company was founded by the late W. G. Skelly 
on October 2, 1919, and incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Delaware. Since its beginning, it has been an 
integrated company, engaged in petroleum exploration, 
production, transportation, manufacturing and marketing. 

Although Skelly's original operations were largely 
confined to the mid-continent area, today they extend to 
28 states and seven foreign countries. Recently, through 
its subsidiary firms, Skelly has expanded its product line 
to include uranium, petrochemicals and plywood. 

During the past 50 years, the company has increased 
its total assets from $15 million to over $647 million and 
its employees from less than a dozen to more than 6,000. 
Throughout this period, Skelly has maintained its corporate 


headquarters at Tulsa, Oklahoma. 
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Pradiblonally, Skelly"s exploration, and, production 
activities were concentrated in Oklahoma, Kansas and Texas, 
but in recent years they have expanded both domestically 
and abroad. Key areas in the company's exploration program 
are Texas, Alaska, Canada and offshore Louisiana. 

Skelly's oil and gas production is in 14 states and 
three Canadian provinces with Texas and Oklahoma being the 
MajObuCOntrr bULOLS plane Company Maintains Six Gistri ct 
exploration and production offices and holds over 1,600,000 
acres of producing and prospective leases. 

Skelly owns over 2,200 miles of crude oil and products 
lines in Kansas and Oklahoma, and through its wholly owned 
Subsidiary, Skelly Pipe Line Company, it also has 100 percent 
ownership of an additional crude oil line, the Osage Pipeline. 

In addition, the company has either full or partial 
interests in liquefied petroleum gas and refined products 
pipelines in Kansas, Oklahoma, Colorado and Wyoming. Skelly

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Its El Dorado, Kansas, refinery has a daily throughput 
Capacity of 68,500 barrels of crude oil. The refinery, 
along with an adjacent petrochemical complex and a plant for 
compounding lubricating oils, occupies a 964-acre site. 

Skelly also owns full interest in 14 natural gasoline 
plants and varying interests in 11 others, in Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Texas, Louisiana, New Mexico and Mississippi. 

Skelly refined petroleum products are sold in 18 
midwestern states at over 1,100 company-owned or lease-held 
service stations and through some 4,000 jobber outlets. 

The company markets five grades of gasoline, including its 
premium fuel Keotane and an economy gasoline, Skeltane. 

In addition, it distributes oils, greases, TBA items and 
special products such as solvents, anti-freeze and cleaning 
fluid: ~ The company 2S also a deading truck-—Stop operator. 

Some 120 retail outlets selling liquefied petroleum gas 
(Skelgas) are company operated. Many of these branch outlets 


also distribute Skelgro, anhydrous ammonia fertilizer. 
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Skelly has interests in several petrochemicals ventures 
in the United States and overseas. At El Dorado, Kansas, 
it owns and operates a petrochemical complex for the 
production of phenol and acetone. In addition, the company 
owns Hawkeye Chemical Company at Clinton, Iowa, which 
Manufactures ammonia, nitrogen fertilizers, urea and liquid 
carbon dioxide. Another wholly owned chemical firm is Chembond 
Corporation, headquartered at Springfield, Oregon, which 
produces and markets synthetic resins and adhesives for the 
wood-products and paper industries. Skelly also has 50 
percent interest in Chemplex Company, which has a petrochemical 
complex eat Clinton lowa, stor the production ‘of high= and 
low-density polyethylene. 

in the Republic of Korea, Skelly has 25 percent interest 
in Yong-Nam Chemical Company, a mixed fertilizer manufacturer, 
and 50 percent interest in Tong Suh Petrochemical Corp., Ltd., 
which will produce acrylonitrile for the textile industry.

Ernest B. Miller, Jr, joined Skelly Oil Company as its 
fourth president in May 1968. He is a third-generation 
Oilman in a business barely three gnerations old. His 
grandfather, David Miller, hauled oil from Colonel Drake's 
HiLStOLIC well in Tecusvillle, Pa., ahd his father, Ernest B. 
Millex 7. oLr., JOlned the industry as a l2-year-old,. 

The Skelly president was born in Sapulpa, Okla., in 
1909, and attended the University of Tulsa, graduated from 
a Tulsa high school, and received his elementary education 
ata school located about four blocks Erom where he now 
has Oftices: 

Miller's oil career is classic, beginning with his 
roughneck days during School and continuing to Has present 
post as an oil company president. He graduated from the 
University of Oklahoma in 1930 with a degree in geology, 
and during the depression years worked as a geologist, laid 
pipe, supervised production for an independent producer and 
finally in 1934 joined the former Tidewater Oil Company as a 


roustabout at Kilgore, Texas. 
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From roustabout, Miller moved up to district foreman, 
district petroleum engineer, and chief production engineer. 
In 1954, he became vice-president and general manager of the 
southern division and the following year was named Tidewater's 
group vice-president responsible for worldwide exploration and 
production. He continued in this post following the 1967 
merger of Tidewater into Getty Oil Company, until being named 
a director and presidentiot Skelly, Oil. 

Miller is widely known in the oil industry. Long an 
active spokesman for conservation, he was named chairman of 
the Oil Industry Conservation Forum when it was organized and 
was active in the work of a successor group, the Committee 
for Equitable Development of Texas Oil and Gas Resources. 

The wide-well spacing legislation enacted in Texas in 1965 is 
an example of the impact of his efforts. Seven years earlier 
he had proposed a five-point program for wider well spacing, 
which gained wide publicity and support, encouraging passage 
of the legislation. 

Miller is outspoken in his belief that the industry must 
recognize worldwide competition and develop new and better 
ways to discover and produce oil. He is a proponent of 
realistic governmental cooperation in these efforts, and his 
stands have brought considerable attention - and action - to 


the measures he has supported. 
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Miller is a director of the American Petroleum Institute 
and the Mid-Continent Oil and Gas Association, and holds 
memberships in numerous other national and regional 
organizations.
